talking about families, always have some communication diffi- 
culties. Family one the words that means quite different things 
different people. Its precise meaning depends upon their own life exper- 
ience during their period development. This one the facts that 
plague all attempts communication among people. order make 
clear what one means when talking about any emotion laden concept, one 
should say over and over the same thing somewhat different terms 

order try get across the specific meaning that one has 


had hate against the world. found that got nowhere with him 
had always fought the world. was aggressively defensive that 
couldn't break through his shell during the early period the treat- 
ment process. Eventually found out what much the difficulty was. 
was word had used first interview with him. had useda 
word that meant one thing and something quite different him. 

had used the word "home" context that indicated hoped would 
possible for him live comfortably home like other people. 
After two months treatment found out had been raised or- 
phanage called locally ''The Home". home had most 
miserable life which had hated. effect was telling him that 
was going put him back into that home and make him like it. That 
was what was fighting. However, didn't know consciously that 
was Home" all. was entirely unconscious. 


Risks misunderstanding are inherent all our communication be- 
cause have emotional loadings for words that influence their 
meaning. Such true even within one culture, because culture 
entirely homogeneous. Within any culture there are varieties 
people who have quite different points view; people who feel differ- 
ently about different words. The meanings these words aredifferent 
and have dissimilar overtones. Many the things that going 
say will acceptable some you and may raise feelings anta- 
gonism others you. may not always the actual content 
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what trying say that will raise either agreement disagree- 
ment emotional feelings. can one's own overtones emotion 
related particular word the particular concept that word stands 
for one's own life experience. There nothing unique this sit- 
uation. Wherever people come together try consider realities 

serious manner, realities that are laden with emotion, these dif- 
ficulties inevitably occur. Communication effective the degree 
that the receptors communication can learn discount some the 
certainties, prejudices points view that they have simply accepted 
because they are part the culture which they happen belong. Our 
attitudes about many things are fact entirely accidental depending 
the accident where were born, e.g., which family what 
side the tracks. not easy for discount any these factors 
because they were made part our personality very early our lives. 
overcome these little prejudices, especially when don't know they 
are there, one the great problems accepting communication 
any kind. 


With this preface, would like try talk about the family basic 
social unit. That is, the responsibility the family toward the whole 
interhuman relationship including (1) the relationship between mother 
and child, which the basic human relationship; (2) the relationship 
between man and woman any situation; (3) the relationship among 
people one local situation, and (4) our major problem learning 
live together one world one group people. will not learn 
live one world until have learned break down the artificial sub- 
divisions that destroy cripple our understanding other kinds 
peoples simply because they happen have been born different place 
under differ from our own. The process devel- 
opment positive attitudes toward others needs start the family. 
The family the basic social unit. There have been many experiments 
undertaken attempt prove that this not necessarily so. the 
early days Communist Russia for instance, the family was discounted 
heavily. Divorce could obtained sending post card. Hundreds 
thousands children were taken away from their politically unreliabie 
parents and brought masse was found that these 
methods didn't work very well Russia. Today their divorce rate 
well below that this country. Children are not taken away from their 
parents except for extreme cause. Politically unreliable parents have 
been found better than parents all. 


Throughout human history the family appears have been tremen- 
dous importance all cultures. Also, appears that the family needs 
the protection society. Family members need recognize their func- 
tions well. needs recognized that the family essential 
effective emotional development human being. some way other 


family group needs maintained order provide the frame- 
work for the development the individual from infancy toward matur- 
ity, the world now needs mature people everywhere--mature 
terms that were not applicable previous generations but which now 
have become essential for the survival the human race. Members 
families and everyone having work with families need know some- 
thing about what the family for,at our current stage human devel- 
opment. fact that the functions the family society are chang- 
ing. one time human development the family could, and did, take 
care practically all the development the individual. This 
longer true, because development the individual able world citi- 
zen has far that would more than full time job for all the 
members the family. The adult members the family wouldn't 
able anything else they had bring their children entirely 

themselves. The child now has much developing that the 
family longer capable doing the whole job. However, must 
recognized that the family must still the whole the basic job, 

job essential the carrying the human developmental process 
under the auspices the school, and organizations such boy scouts, 
girl guides,, YMCA's and YWCA's. these organiza- 
tions are auxiliaries tothe family. valid recognize all 
these organizations well many others, including those the 
hands religious bodies all kinds, extensions the arm the 
family. These organizations are accessories helpful the develop- 
ment which must begun within the family itself. Wherever the family 
itself not capable initiating this type development and this hap- 
pens rather often) there are frequently available such helping persons 
the various types social workers. These persons may able help 
the family with problems child development even when the children are 
very young. This can never satisfactory would the fam- 
ily itself was able carry all the responsibilities for the develop- 
ment the child during his early years. However, not ex- 
pected that all families will able so. Many were not suf- 
ficiently developed ourselves. Some not have the necessary 
level intellectual development for helping our children develop satis- 
factorily. Some need help quite early our family careers with 
the job being successful parents the family situation. 


Many here today are positions where are called upon help 
families the early stages their responsibilities their children. 
Indeed, important prepare young people before marriage 
adequate husbands and wives and adequate parents well. 
also important help young parents accept their responsibility their 
children while the children are still very small. not effective for 
children brought nurseries separated from their mothers. 


Extensive research work has shown that babies need close physical 
contact with mother substitute mother. Contact with the natural 
mother preferable that with mother surrogates. isn't justa 
children get it, they have been helped great deal toward normal dev- 
elopment. they don't get it, then certain barriers have been placed 
the way that will make their later development somewhat more dif- 
ficult and tend prevent their developing all the way real maturity. 


our culture, have been under the pressures our own values and 
have taken for granted many things the past, just because they are 
done. very hard overcome some them. Two three years 
ago, while viewing large women's hospital Pakistan, was ushered 
rather quickly past the door the maternity ward. insisted going 
into this ward because saw something that interested me. This was 

ward where women came after their babies had been born. There 
were great many beds rather close together the ward. Each bed 
had the wooden posts its foot extended about four feet. Hanging 
between these two posts, within reach the mother's toe, was cradle 
which baby was lying when wasn't the mother's arms. The 
people that hospital were ashamed this very ancient arrangement. 
The head the hospital and the head services told they had been 
trying for years get rid this very out date cradle for they hoped 
provide nice sanitary, clean, segregated ward for babies. The 
same type nursery found most our Western hospitals. The 
head the hospital said that knew their method was badly out date. 
hoped the World Health Organization would able help them get 
some money build nice new nursery that these children could 
separated from their mothers. assured him that wouldn't get any 
money from the World Health Organization for any such purpose. 
had great trouble convincing him that was whole generation ahead 
the Western world, because was practically inconceivable 
the people those countries that they could something better than 
did the Western countries. Actually this was, believe, 
ideal arrangement. One squeak out the baby, one sign that the baby 
was awake, and the mother reaches her foot and rocks the baby, 
she can sit up, reach the baby and bring the baby into her arms when- 
ever she feels like it. The baby excellent position for whatever 
care nurses need give they don't have walk around the side 
the bed order reach the babies. They are right the foot 
the bed where the nurse passes them easily. extraordinary how 
little nursing care baby needs when the mother can reach when- 
ever she 


only the reluctance these people recognize that they 
had something ancient but good, extraordinarily good, far better than

anything had seen any our Western countries. There just 
much danger condemning anything because old there 
demning because new. Newness and oldness are irrelevant 
value. Anything that old may totally useless, although guard 
jealously. Anything new may totally useless, although there may 
good deal rushing after because fashionable. One the dif- 
ficulties have rearranging our thinking about anything rear- 
range our methods thinking. have difficulty learning stop 
classifying things the classifications that have always used. 
everything new and Western good and everything old and Eastern 
bad, then obviously this very poor arrangement the Pakistan 
hospital. isn't simple that all. There are some extraordin- 
arily good things going cultures other than our own that don't 
think very much all. 


know country the world from which could not well learn 
something. thinking country, for instance, where the politi- 

cal attitudes dictatorship are completely unacceptable Western 
people like ourselves, yet they have something from which could learn. 
The highest paid person the country the President the Academy 

Science and Arts. The highest paid class the country are Univer- 
sity professors. The next highest paid are high school teachers; followed 
public school The salaries these important people are 
only little above salaries that are enjoyed movie actresses, heads 

banks, and people that kind, but they are ahead it. One thing 
recognized that country--the development children basic impor- 
tance. There are still things learn even from people whom dis- 
approve. Let's not say that everything about people who differ markedly 
from wrong and despicable. These people are trying 

hard the right thing they see it. may regard them mis- 
taken people. Many times, quite sure they are, just too 

are mistaken about great many things. very much easier see 
other people's mistakes than see our own, particularly those mis- 
takes which have not inherited but were learned non-questionable 
absolutes when were young. 


think fact that even doctors give advice patients, rather com- 
monly, matters that they learned fromtheir mothers children 
rather than their medical school. They often tell their patients the 
same things that they learned from their mothers without realizing that 
such has medical background. This particularly the case regard 
such ideas the early training bowel elimination. know that 
many doctors give advice such matters that came direct from their 
mothers and grandmothers--not from any medical knowledge that they 
found any book. don't differentiate our minds the 

source knowledge. incorporate all into one volume. don't 


label coming from this source that source. Very frequently 
our certainties are quite undifferentiated. believe because 
know it. Some this knowledge may have acquired when were 
small infants, some when were much older, some the pro- 
cess absorption from parents, grandparents, someone else that 
was close one time another. don't look conflicting 
knowledges and ask one these tend dissoc- 
iate them and part the time function though believed one 
entirely and part the time function though believed another 
one entirely even though this second may entirely incompatible with 
the first. may talk one way one time and either talk act quite 
another way another time. The child looks and says 
are The child likes able see person one thing. 
Children have difficulty learning recognize that the attitudes that 
most have vary. person may reasonable unreasonable, 
kindly selfish, this that. person may preponderantly one 
the other, but every selfish person has kind spots and generous 
spots his personality structure. Every person has reasonable at- 
titudes and unreasonable attitudes. These attitudes all exist the 
person. Our classifications which are easy and convenient 
are not really valid for saying that person this that type 
has this that type personality. These classifications are much 
less valid when tend classify whole groups people according 
the particular patterns that learn, particularly classify 
whole nations and say these people are this that type. 


The people all nations are much the same kind people weare, 
with somewhat different experiences. People really don't vary very 
much, They have different anxieties and different fears. They are 
afraid different things than are. Some their fears and anxi- 
eties are much more valid, real, and down-to-earth than are ours. 

this whole context, the family has function--not terms 
absolute rules for this and that. There are more less absolute rules 
the laws the country that could defy the the natives. 
Laws and customs are temporary. They change. They are not the 
today they were one hundred years ago. They are not the same 
they will one hundred years from now. They are not the same 
they will when our young children have grown up. They are chang- 
ing all the time. different cultures, different stages develop- 
ment, laws and customs are quite different. important that our 
children learn this fact. Our laws, rules, and regulations must 
obeyed, because they are the local customs the natives and one 

trouble one doesn't obey them. One not only trouble with 

the law, but trouble with one's own status and one's own feelings 
about belonging group. 


While necessary conform one's behavior, not neces- 
sary conform one's thinking. One the functions the family 
help maintain the ability child think freely. This means 

aid the maintenance his imagination functioning entity 
capable doing its job for the person. This ability must not crip- 
pled. There are many people who believe that the best way help- 
ing child maintain active imagination teach him fairy 
stories about such things Santa Claus, because these will main- 
tain his imagination. Actually, think this not true. This not 
what imagination for. Imagination has two major The 
first and perhaps most important exploratory. Imagination 
faculty that function aid him exploring what things 
would like were them, and what would happen be- 
haved certain ways. That what imagination for. Imagination 
like scout that the head advancing army sends out into for- 
eign territory. essential that those scouts should wide-eyed, 
that they should see everything, should have blind spots, andshould 
not any way crippled hampered from reporting absolutely 
thing that they see that might relevant. commander sends out 
crippled scouts, blinded scouts, scouts with instructions that they 
must not report this that, his scouts are only going lead him 
into trouble. there water ahead and doesn't know it, will 
march his army into sea river. essential that our children's 
imaginations should utterly free all directions, anywhere 
whatever order find out for themselves what would the results 
particular types behavior. Only this way can they decide not 
into places that would make trouble for themselves. they have 
been taught that they are not think about this that, and then find 
themselves situation which they have not explored, they have 
protection for they have had previous experience. 


Imagination crippled one degree another amazingly large 
number people who have been taught that they are not allowed 
think various fields. There ghastly symbol this attitude-the 
three little monkeys--one with its hands over its ears, one with its 
hands over its eyes, and one with its hands over its The text 
that goes with says hear evil, see evil, and speak evil. 
there evil needs known and heard about. there evil 
found anywhere. needs recognized and spokenabout. 
one knows about it, nothing will done about trying clean the 
evil out. People who have been trained not look evil will fall flat 
their faces when faced with evil because they will not have had any 
experience with it. This doctrine blindness not valuable 
trine.It essential that imagination kept free. not gained, 
suggested previously, teaching children fairy stories though 
they were true. perfectly sound, believe, let children use 


fairy stories when they are not too young, even the concept Santa Claus. 
However, child should not encouraged any time believe that such 
ideas the imagination are real, because certain consequences are in- 
evitable. Such use the imagination likely produce people like us, 
and that would very disastrous indeed. are the sort 
believed that sort trabble when were children. Later life are 
able believe anything that any demogogue gets and shouts ina 
loud enough voice, especially represents authority us. This isn't 
sound. fun for child play Santa Claus. not fun believe 

it. only fun for parents. disastrous for child. 


May tell you striking instance what happens enormous numbers 
cases less strikingly? The instance striking because this boy 
whom speak was extremely intelligent. the age about four five 
was having trouble. would awaken the night screaming. kept 
himself awake long could because feared waking panic. 
was afraid the dark. wouldn't talk with anyone about it. had

and effect even terms his own behavior. produce every- 
thing can produce totally irresponsible citizen who cannot 
expected think sensibly and reasonably about things throughout his 
lifetime, least produce person who finds great difficulty doing 
so. have taught him under colossal emotional pressure just 
that--not think. Most say believed Santa Claus 

and didn't any harm. me. I'm all right." 


heard man say just that, fact, dinner one night not very 
long ago. were some one else's house where had polite. 

little later referred his gastric ulcer and his nerves, made 
connection between the foolishness believed child and the emo- 
tional disturbances was still feeling his fifties.

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recognize that parents have three quite different separate standards 
truth: one for their relationships with people their own kind, one 
for social relationships many people regard lying social neces- 
sity, and still another standard truth for relationships with children. 
This latter standard the parents'worst. Many parents lie quite un- 
blushingly children, and the process confuse children good deal. 
remember seeing two young boys when was working child dev- 
elopment clinic, one whom was introuble. One was about six 
seven and the other was about three four years age.

Children must home space before they are ready school. 
That space needs encompass least awareness belonging as- 
tronomical space, not just the space that happens around them 
their own family. Children should introduced total space before 
they ever goto school. child quite capable encompassing such 

concept, fact, almost capable adult. some cases 
may even more capable because hasn't been spoiled the adult 
has the concept. terms time, the child has long way 
go. Whena child born has conscious time relationship. 
doesn't differentiate between now and then nor between the past, pre- 
sent, and future. These things not exist concepts him. 
just existing the present. Gradually, develops, his conception 
time begins include past and future. learns about yesterday and 
the day before. Gradually begins look forward into tomorrow and the 
next day. The child learns recognize that obtaining something the day 
after tomorrow may more valuable than obtaining something today. 
may able save some way for something wants now, but can 
obtain better waits for day two. Sucha process needs goa 
long way, forward into time well backward into time. Again the 
function the family enable the child home time sequence, 
not just present time--the now things--but all time know it. 
Time goes long way back. also goes long way forward. Going 
backwards, the child needs know some past time his family be- 
fore was alive, including what his parents were like. 


Here lies the difficulty for parents pretend toidealizetheir own child- 


hood, particularly when they are talking their own children. The 
picture that most present our children what were 


like during childhood unbearable picture. perfectly dread- 
ful picture little paragons who worked their fingers the bone 
support their poor old parents, picture children who were utterly 
obedient, and who were full shame they were ever disobedient. 
Although the parents, children, were regimented such degree 
that their hearts were broken, they loved because their parents were 
sonice. picture. isn't fair for expose small 
children such utterly distorted picture because they tend be- 
lieve it. They don't discount the picture presented. They don't 
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without the terror coming across place where they have recog- 
nize that there nothing they can depend upon. not teach them 
that they can't depend the reliability their parents. 


back the time concept briefly. The child needs oriented 
briefly all past time, right back geological and astronomical time, 
order home with the concept even before goes school. 
The world needs people now who are well oriented and belong 
future time--not just the immediate future, but future time terms 
generations. Much the more constructive work being done the 
world the present time will not bear fruit this generation, 
found very valuable.

impossible for anyone, and very inadvisable for anyone try 
give parents whole flock written rules about how cope with every 
Situation. useful, think, suggest certain conditions such 
honesty with children. believe there situation in.which just- 
ifiable defensible for parents any one else lie children about 
anything. one indicates childrenthat the local customs the na- 
tives are standard, right and perfectly good, final and fixed, then one 
lying one's children. There are other customs the natives that 
are just good, just effective, keep just many people happy 
those happen adhere because the accident our birth 
experience. child entitled know that, his parents are going 
bring him relationship with the world situation, not within 

just one little group. child know that his parents don't 
know all there know about everything. The fact is--they don't. 
The old fallacy mother knows best not necessarily true. Such 

belief very helpful the prestige the mother. covers 
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many her deficiencies and difficulties, because way stop- 
ping argument and stopping the questions children well. Child- 
ren's questions can sometimes quite embarrassing when one has 
said something that one cannot logically back all. Children 
are uncomfortably logical little creatures until spoil them. 


There far that there plenty room for experiment. 
are not going all the way this generation, but can hope 

better job terms the requirements the world now 
than our parents were able to. know more aboutit. There more 
knowledge available than there ever was before. There are more 
better qualified helping persons our service. They can help 
understand. Today know the essentials child development. 

need close, intimate but not all forgiving relationships with others. 
There good authority for the dictum--to understand all for- 
give all. This dictum might better expressed as--to understand all 
recognize that forgiveness doesn't exist. not necessary be- 
cause there has been condemnation forgive. There has been 

attitude antagonism which wiped out forgiveness. 
realities what other people are like and what even ourselves are 
like. The job done everybody's job. Every one has con- 
tacts with developing generations. Every person has contacts witha 
organization. Everybody has responsibility for what happens this 
complex family relationships. What happens the rising genera- 
tions and love?

Both parents and educators can help young people meet their home and 
school problems which may eventually lead withdrawal from school. 
This can done giving encouragement and support, according 
the findings study high school drop-outs recently conducted 
Whitman County, Washington. While encouragement cannot over- 
all cure for the drop-out problem, was found both lacking and 
desired many the drop-outs the study. 


Despite the fact that many communities high school graduation 
taken for granted, almost half America's young people not grad- 
uate from high school. Statistics from the U.S. Office Education 
show that only 522 each thousand children who were the fifth grade 
1944-45 graduated from high school 1952. 


The problem not serious the Pacific Northwest other 
parts the United States. According the 1950 Census, Washington 
was fourth the percentage adults who were high school graduates, 
Idaho was sixth and Oregon was eighth. Northwest states also ranked 
high the percentage sixteen-year-olds who were enrolled school 
1950; Oregon ranked second, Washington fifth, and Idaho thirteenth. 


The number drop-outs the Pacific Northwest sufficient mag- 
nitude, however, make the problem serious one, and one which 
concerns parents and teachers alike, for presumably the young person 
leaving high school before graduation putting himself definite 
disadvantage when coping with the adjustments and responsibilities 
the adult world. His occupational opportunities will limited, and 
his chances for advancement will meager. The Census shows that 
his earning power will low compared with persons who complete 
more schooling. 


The drop-out problem also becomes community problem many 
respects. The public must take into consideration the fact that large 
proportion the voting population does not have (and will not have, 
the present drop-out rate continues) high school education, and may 
therefore have tendency not support school programs which call 
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for increased expenditures public funds. They may unsympathetic 
toward the needs the school the educational needs children 
young people. addition, studies drop-outs have shown that child- 
ren whose parents not have high school education are more likely 
leave school before completing their high school education. Hence, 
the repercussions leaving school early may felt for several gen- 
erations. 


The decision leave school generally rests with the teenager himself. 
But, many studies have shown, his school experiences greatly influ- 
ence this decision. Most drop-out studies have been made educators 
and have emphasized the role the school preventing early with- 
drawals from school. The present study brings out the importance 
encouragement from teachers and revised curricula possible rem- 
edies for the drop-out problem. 


The full burden cannot rest with the schools, however. Family exper- 
iences and family associations also have important bearing 
teenager's decision handicap himself for the rest his life cut- 
ting short his education. 


Our study high school drop-outs Whitman County, (1) conducted 
during the spring 1954, gave special emphasis the family factors 
which seemingly play important part the drop-out problem. (2) 


Thirteen 204 the potential graduates for the five-year 
period from 1949-1954 dropped out school. much information 
possible concerning these drop-outs was obtained from the school 
records. Teachers and principals who knew the former students well 
enough were asked fill out questionnaires about the drop-outs (such 
data were obtained for 146 the 204 cases). Questionnaires were 
also sent all the former students who could located, them 
were 


Some information was also obtained for all high school graduates the 
county during the years 1949-1953 that comparisons could made 
between graduates and drop-outs. These comparisons showed that: 

(1) greater percentage boys than girls dropped out school, 

(2) that over third the students whose parents were divorced 
dropped out school, compared with percent the students whose 
parents were living together, 

(3) that greater percentage drop-outs than graduates were from 
families which the fathers were the labor, service, craft occu- 
pations, rather than business, the professions, farming, and 

(4) that larger percentage drop-outs than graduates had repeated 
grade while elementary school; and that much larger percentage 
drop-outs than graduates had high school grade point averages which 
were below passing. 


The teachers reported that percent the homes the drop-outs 
were unusual some respect. Although homes being broken was the 
most frequently mentioned unusual aspect, there were others such 
home," and "poor (economically) homes." 


was implied above, educational background the family apparently 
has important bearing upon the chances youngster's finishing 

high school. The parents the drop-outs Whitman County were 

not well educated the other adults the county. Over per- 

cent the fathers had had high school education all. Only 
percent them were high school graduates, compared with per- 
cent the male adult population the county. The mothers the 
drop-outs were better educated than the fathers, but not well educated 
the women the county whole. 


Many drop-outs were members large families; percent them 
were families five more children. 


According the teachers, third the drop-outs' families were 
poor financial condition, fifth were comfortable circumstances, 

and the rest the families were moderate circumstances. few 

the drop-outs mentioned that lack money, car, suitable 
clothes was real handicap them trying ''keep with 
high school. 


Finances, lack finances, was not important reason for leaving, 
however, according most the drop-outs. Only three them 
mentioned financial difficulties the main reason for withdrawing, 
even though several others pointed out that not being accepted into the 
group because poor clothes car drive was partly blame 
for their dissatisfaction with school. 


"Not interested school work" was the reason most frequently given 
for leaving school. However, get was the most 
important reason among the girls for leaving school. The other rea- 
sons listed, and the percentage checking them, are shown Table 


can seen, majority the reasons pertain directly the school, 
but some them point the family the source trouble. 
leave home'' was checked only six the drop-outs, but even 

this small percentage demonstrates how unpleasant conditions home 
unsatisfactory adjustment home life can affect the future 
some young people.

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only three cases did the drop-outs mention that their want- 
ing them leave school had entered into their decision withdraw. 
one these cases, the girl said her parents wanted her leave 
school because was ''Costing them money and didn't like school 
any the kids.'' another case, the girl wanted leave home because 
just didn't seem get along home well the last year and 
wanted get out These two cases are extreme and not 

the general rule. There evidently are very few parents who actually 
want their youngsters quit school, but there are many more who fail 
give their youngsters the encouragement they need Stay school, 
especially the youngsters have become discouraged with school and 
need some moral support. 


The teachers felt that lack encouragement from parents was 
one the reasons that thirty-four drop-outs, percent 
those for whom information was given, had dropped school. 
Thirteen percent the drop-outs themselves said that they would 
have been encouraged remain school they had had more 
encouragement from their parents. 


one-sixth the drop-outs there was trouble home which led 

the student's withdrawing from school, according the teachers, 
example such trouble the case girl whose mother had been 
arrested and sentenced jail, leaving small children cared for 

their older sister. another case, girl said she didn't get along 
with her mother. still another case, the teacher said that there was 
not cooperation home, the father was very dominating, and the step- 
mother was uninterested. The father and step-mother did not believe 

education for girls and were interested only getting work out 

her (according the teacher). One the boys said was not inter- 
ested school because could not get along with his folks. The 
teacher felt that the Armed Forces would help him since there was 
trouble between his parents and much drinking the part the mother. 


Such examples point the close relationships between home environment 
and activities andadjustmentsoutside the home. teacher's knowledge 

the home situation may aid his her understanding the student, 
but sometimes more than understanding necessary counteract the 
effects the home and family environment. 


Many the drop-outs did not feel that education was com- 
pleted when they left high school. One-third them had taken some 
further work, either the Armed Forces schools correspond- 
ence courses, and percent indicated some possibility event- 
ually getting high school diploma, 
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Interestingly enough, half the drop-outs regretted leaving school 
when they did, and the other half did not regret it, but felt they were 
just well off better off having left school. Several the 
girls who were married said they had reason regret dropping 
out school because they were happy now. 


One these girls wrote the following comment when asked whether 
not she regretted leaving school: was married soon after and 
have been happy ever since and have worked for while typing and 
that didn't require diploma, therefore haven't missed 
Another girl took opposite viewpoint, saying that she regretted 
leaving school because: could doing something else besides 


was mentioned before, the girls more often left school because 
they wanted get married than for any other reason. There were 

girls the study who dropped school marry. this 
group had not experienced the problems and difficulties school that 
the other drop-outs had experienced. Many them (53 percent) were 
not, however, mature enough for marriage, according the teachers. 
What's more, the teachers thought that percent them were not 
mature enough for parenthood. Yet,fourteen the girls had leave 
school because pregnancy (this, too, was according the teachers). 
One girl volunteered this information her questionnaire, and another 
said she had been unjustly accused her principal, but the rest 
never mentioned it. 


The girls who left school marry had better scholastic records 

than the other drop-outs. They also had higher the aver- 
age. One the girls whose scholastic record was good made the fol- 
lowing comment which probably expresses the feelings many the 
girls who leave school married: liked school and got above 
average grades, but love was and more important 


The home backgrounds the girls who left school married were 
not those the other drop-outs; only percent 
them were from homes which were unusual the teachers opinion) 
compared with percent all the other early leavers. There 
were, however, four girls who had wantedto leave home. All four 
these said they dropped school married, early marriage can 
serve escape from unpleasant home environment. 


Sometimes the new environment which the drop-outs escape little 
better, any, than the one they left. One girl'shistorysince leaving 
school, while not typical most the drop-outs the study, points 
the stark realism with whichthese young people are faced, even 
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though immature and probably not prepared face such crises. The 
girl had left school the end her freshman was sixteen 
years old the time. She came from family eleven children, 
although three them had died. (She was the third from the 
She was married the same day she left school. the time she filled 
out the questionnaire she was expecting her third child, but one her 
babies had passed away. She had been divorced but had remarried her 
former husband. She said she had had one job since leaving school-- 
job babysitting for family with two school-age children. 
That was while she and her husband were divorced. 


This girl had repeated the sixth grade and had been passed the eighth 
because her age. Her seventh grade teacher had said she could 
better work, but due home surroundings and environment, she be- 
came emotionally upset. The problems and unhappiness she had faced 
while school (she said the kids school treated her like dirt, and 
she became tired school because the kids' treatment her) evi- 
dently did not cease when she left school. Thus far, her life 
had been filled with more problems and unhappiness. 


Generally speaking, the findings this study showed that early with- 
drawal from school was symptom some sort maladjustment 
unhappiness within the school home. some cases, dropping school 
presented solution the situation enabling the student joina 
branch the Armed Forces, marry, take his place the world 
work. other cases, new problems presented themselves after the 
students had broken their ties with the school, that dropping out 


Many the young people the study lacked motivation for more edu- 
cation. The responses both teachers and drop-outs points the de- 
sirability more encouragement from parents and teachers 

means providing motivation and thus keeping school. The 
data drop-outs who took part this study show the extent which 
disinterest and lack encouragement exist families today, least 
Whitman County. Over third the former students for whom 
information was available had not even talked over their dropping school 
with their parents. those that did talk over with them, half said 
their parents did not urge them stay school. 


parents would make conscientious effort motivate their young- 
sters toward more education and give them much support possible 
coping with the problems adjustment they face high school, 
chances are many the potential drop-outs would not consider 
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leaving school the first place Once withdrawal has been con- 
templated, definite steps should taken everyone concernedto 
encourage the young people remain school and obtain much 
preparation possible meet the problems the adult world.

Average Size Household And Family Varies Little Region 


There was relatively little variation among the regions 1955 the aver- 
age size household and family. The number persons per household 
averaged 3.34 for the entire United States and the range was from 3.12 

for the West 3.49 for the South. 


Northeastern households had average 1.02 children under years 
old, whereas those the South had 1.28. The number 
adult persons per household tended more nearly uniform through- 
out the United States than the number children. all regions, the 
West had the number adults per household, 2.04; the other re- 
gions had 2.21 2.23 adults per household. These figures relate the 
entire number persons the household who were years old and 
over, including the head and his wife, any.

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MARRIED COLLEGE STUDENTS

This study grew out the desire students enrolled functional 
marriage and family course for information about how married students 
attending their small denominational college adjusted marriage. 
Three aspects marital adjustment will considered below: (1) the 
level adjustment agreement selected areas family living 
reported husbands and wives, (2) the percentage spouses report- 
ing the same level adjustment agreement each these areas, 
and (3) the percentage husbands and wives reporting behavior 
their spouse which they found irritating each area. The areas 
family life discussed! include the economic, choice mutual 
friends, social activities and recreation, child training and discipline, 
religion, sexual relations, and the relationship the spouses in- 


The data were obtained from both husband and wife 
separately the spring 1950 from fifty per cent random sample 
couples which the husband was enrolled this college located 
Northwest Oregon. These fifty-four couples had been 
2.9 years the time the data were obtained. The median age 
bands was 24.9 years and that his spouse 23.0 years. Three out 
five couples had children, usually one child. Twelve the wives were 
pregnant, eight for The church preference the hus- 
bands and wives was either protestant church and nine out ten 
were church members. All husbands and six their wives were at- 
tending college. Over one-half the husbands were either juniors 
seniors and seven out ten wives had had some college education. All 
but five the husbands were veterans. 


Eighty-five per cent the husbands and wives reported happy 
very happy marriage. This figure line with those reported other 
studies marital happiness among the college educated. Seven out 
ten husbands and wives agreed the exact level the happiness 
their marriage. Usually, the wife stated that their marriage was very 
happy and the husband happy when the spouses did not check the same 
happiness category. This difference may may not significance 
can seen from the discussion below. Another way ascertaining 
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adjustment marriage ask whether not consideration sep- 
aration from their spouse had been made inthe past. One-third the 
‘husbands and wives reported having considered separating from their 
spouses since marriage. One-half these reported giving serious 
consideration separation one more times since marriage. 
Spouses usually did not check the same level marital happiness 
one them had seriously considered separation. the one-third 
the husbands and wives expressing need consult with marriage 
counselor, few checked the same level happiness for their marriage. 


Some variation adjustment appears when the generalized happiness 
concept converted adjustment areas concerned with common fam- 
ily activities and relationships. From Table may seen that 
far the majority the husbands and wives reported good excel- 
lent level agreement adjustment the seven aspects family 

life selected for study. The agreement adjustment level ranged 

from eight out ten husbands and wives reporting above average 
adjustment in-laws and the area sexual relations nearly all 
couples reporting agreement regard how family income shall 
spent. However, one finds that spouses checked the same level agree- 
ment adjustment regard in-law relationships but per cent 
the cases while per cent checked the same level the area sex- 
ual relations, and per cent the spending family income. From 
Table the reader can see that there considerable variation the 
percentage husbands and wives seeing eye-to-eye various aspects 
family living. 


More than one-half the typicalcouple's mean income $190.14 per 
month came from the G.I. Bill. The wife contributed and 
the husband one-seventh this amount. The remainder came from 
miscellaneous sources. 


Nearly six out ten husbands and wives reported that they shared equal- 
the responsibility for planning how family income was spent, 
one-quarter stated that this was the responsibility the husband and 
one-fifth that the wife. Seven out ten husbands and wives agreed 

who had this responsibility. cases when there was disagreement 
who planned income expenditure, the husband stated that plan- 
ned family spending while the wife stated that she assumed this respon- 
sibility. 


One-half the spouses reported that the lack finances was the most 
discouraging aspect married college student's life. Besides this 
complaint one-fifth the husband’ and wives stated that their spouse

poor financial planner. Typical among the items that husbands 
and wives desired purchase family income was increase were: 
clothing, better housing, new better car well 
increase their insurance and savings. 


Nearly all the husbands and wives reported that they agreed most 

almost all the time the choice mutual friends. However, 
only two-thirds the couples checked the same level agreement 
their questionnaires. Wives tended report higher level agree- 
ment than husbands when the spouse did not check the same agreement 
category. Nearly one-half the husbands and wives mentioned some 
behavior their spouse that was irritating them when they were 
with their mutual friends. Typical among these complaints were un- 
social and oversocial behavior the spouse, behavior one spouse 
toward the other considered inappropriate when they were with friends, 
and behavior one spouse which made the other feel left out the 
group. Two-thirds the husbands and wives reported that they had 
enough friends suit them. Three-quarters the spouses agreed 
whether not they had enough friends. The wife was more apt than 
the husband say when they did not agree. Six out ten husbands 
and wives reported that they mutually took the initiative making friends, 
over one-quarter stated the responsibility the husband and 
the few others that the wife. Seven out ten spouses agreed 
who took the initiative. The husband was more apt state that took 
the initiative and the wife report mutually shared cases where 
they disagreed who assumed this responsibility. 


More than nine out ten husbands and wives stated that they agreed 
most almost all the time social activities and recreation, How- 
ever, only per cent the spouses checked the same level agree- 
ment. Wives were more apt check higher level agreement than 
were husbands. One out five wives complained that their husbands 
had excessive outside social activities which they were not included. 
Only one husband made such claim about the activity his wife. 


the thirty-two couples who had children, nine out ten husbands and 
wives reported that they agreed most almost all the time child 
training and discipline. Only per cent the spouses checked the 
same level agreement this area family activity. The wife was 
more apt report higher level agreement than the husband 
cases where their responses disagreed. Over two-thirds the hus- 
bands and wives reported problems child care and control that they 
had difficulty discussing with their spouses. far the majority 
these were concerned with the type discipline used child 
rearing. Two-thirds the husbands and wives stated that children 
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fostered special problems such crowded space with too little room 
for the children's play activities, excessive costs for housing relation 
current income, and difficulty arranging for child care while the 
mother worked father and mother went out night. 


More than eight out ten husbands and wives reported their religious 
adjustment good excellent. There was agreement between 

the married couples the level their adjustment per cent 

the cases. disagreement wives tended check higher 
level adjustment than did husbands. Three out ten husbands and 
wives stated behavior their spouse the religious area that was 
irritating them. Husbands stated that their wives were too funda- 
mental their beliefs while wives complained that their spouses did 
not church frequently enough doubted their (the wife's) religious 
beliefs. 


Eight out ten husbands and wives reported good excellent adjust- 
ment the area sexual relations. Seventy per cent the spouses 
agreed the level their sexual adjustment. cases disagree- 
ment between spouses the level their sexual adjustment hus- 
bands tended report higher level than did their spouses. This find- 
ing just the reverse those found other areas this study. Four 
out ten husbands and wives reported problem with their spouse 
which had hindered their sexual adjustment. Most these items were 
concerned with the attitude the spouse toward intercourse and the 
responsiveness the spouse his sexual desires. More than four out 
ten husbands and wives made suggestions regarding pre-marital sex 
information which they considered would have helped their own marital 
sexual adjustment. Most these suggestions were concerned with know- 
ledge the sex act and the attitudes the opposite sex toward this act. 
Eight out ten spouses agreed that their spouse was currently sexually 
responsive enough cases disagreement the husband considered 
his wife not responsive enough and the wife thought the husband too res- 
ponsive with one exception. 


Eight out ten husbands and wives reported good excellent adjust- 
ment their in-laws. However, only per cent the cases did 
both spouses check the same level agreement. Over one-half the 
husbands and wives reported things which the in-laws did that irritated 
them greatly The most frequently mentioned sources irritation 
were interfering kinds behavior, critical and derogatory remarks 
in-laws, and the influence the in-laws over the spouse. One-half 
the husbands and wives found some positive quality such cheerful- 
ness and helpfulness what they liked best about their in-laws. 
spite the high level adjustment indicated above, one-quarter the 
husbands and wives stated that minimum social contact great 
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spatial distance had helped them most getting along with their in- 
laws. Both spouses reported difficulty with their mother-in-law more 
frequently than with other in-laws. 


Seven out ten husbands and wives would marry while college 
they had over again knowing what they now know, one out 
ten would not, and the remaining one out five was uncertain. 


One-third the husbands and wives stated that they had need mar- 
riage counselor some time since marriage. Sixty per cent those 
expressing such need stated that the topic that they desired dis- 
cuss with such person was sex relations. The next most frequently 
listed items (by per cent the husbands and wives) were in-laws 
and child training. One-half the husbands and wives stated that the 
college that they were attending should employ professionally trained 
marriage counselor, one-quarter were uncertain, and another quarter 
saw need for one. Twice many husbands wives fell into the 
latter category. 


For the areas family activities studied, both husbands and wives 
reported high degree marital agreement adjustment. The low- 
est level adjustment was reported the in-law and sexual relations 
areas. The highest level adjustment was reported spending fam- 
ily income and the choice mutualfriends. Considerable variation 
was found the percentage spouses reporting the same adjustment 
level for the family activities studied. Fewest spouses reported the 
same level adjustment in-law relationships and regard child 
training and discipline. Highest inter-spouse agreement the level 
their adjustment was found spending the family income and the 
sexual responsiveness the spouse. 


the number married students enrolled our colleges increases 
the writer feels that objective study their marital relationships can 
invaluable aid the teacher courses concerned with marriage 
and family life Not only can such information serve springboard 
for class discussion but can aid determining course content well.

Minority Families Have Boys Only Girls Only 


From its 1954 and 1955 surveys, the Bureau the Census obtained for 
the first time, ona national basis, information regarding the distribu- 
tion boys and girls among the unmarried (single) children under 
years old who were living with one both parents. 


These results provide evidence, for the Nation whole, that fam- 
ilies not tend have children given sex any greater propor- 
tion than would expected the basis chance distribution. The 
survey figures indicate that the ratio sons daughters under 
living their parental home was 103 100. 


Among the parents with only one child home, percent had boy. 
Parents with two children the home had the following distribution: 

percent had two boys, percent had one boy and one girl, and 
percent had two girls Among parents with three children home, 
percent had three boys, percent had two boys and one girl, percent 
had one boy and two girls, and the remaining percent had three girls.
